Mr. L. B. Nichols, Bureau, called at approxlmtely 7:30 P, K., and 
advised that he is anxious to make a press release as soon as possible, hut 
that he realizes that a release should not he laade as soon as the arrest la 
made since ve vill be searching the apartaent of ROSENBERG and we would not 
want to have our search interrupted by newspaper inquiries. Mr. Nichols said 
that be was now thinking of a plan whereby he would make his release a reason* 
able tine before the search was completed and when ve knew with some degrjee of 
certainty approximately when the search would be completed. I told Mr. Nichols 
I would try and keep in touch with him on this. 


Inquiry was made of Mr. Nichols as to whether or not we could make ’ 
any statement here in New Tork and it was suggested to him that when he makes 
his release, if we could at the same time advise our press sources here that 
there Is to be an arraignment and give the time, that I believe the press 
would appreciate it.

Attorney General J. Howard McGrath and J. Ed^ar Hoover, Director 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, announced the arrest today of JULIUS 
ROSENBERG, age 32, By FBI Agents In Kev Tork City, Uev Tork, on a charge of 
Consjiiracy to comadt e^ioxiage* 

J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
in dlscxisslng the background of the case, said that ROSENBERG is another 
Iffiportant link in the Soviet Espionage Apparatus vhlcb Includes Dr. Kion p 
Fuchs, Harry Gold, David Greenglass, and Alfred Dean Slack. Mr. Hoover 
revealed that Rosenberg recruited Greenglass and at Ms Instigation the latter 
made classified, technical Infonaatlon on the A-Bomb available to both GOLD 
and ROSEI^ERG In 19^5* He stated that Rosenberg gave Greenglass specific 
instructions as to the type of information Russia desired. 

Investigation to date reveals that Rosenberg, an American-born 
Engineer, made himself available to Soviet Espionage Agents so he "could do 
the work he felt be vas slated for" and eo he ml^t **d0 something to directly 
help Russia." 

Rosenberg, in early 19^5 # inade available to Greenglass while on 
furlough in Rev Tork City one-half of an irregularly cut Jello box top, the 
other half of which was given to Creanglass by Harry Gold in Albuquerque, 

Rev Mexico, as a moans of identifying Gold to Greenglass. On this occasion 
in June, 19^5/ Greenglass was paid $^00. by Cold who obtained it from his 
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Soviet S\Q?erlor Anatoli A. Takovlev, Vice Consul of the Soviet Consulate In' 

Rev Tork City* Creenglass then turned over to Gold classified loforoation be 
had secured from the At<aii Bomh Project at Los Alamos^ where he was stationed 
at the tine as a soldier* 

After Fuchs and Ck>ld were arrested in February and May, 1950, 
respectively, Rosenberg warned Greenglass to leave the country and supplied 
him with substantial funds In twenty dollar hills to do so* He instructed 
Greenglass to surreptitiously obtain a passport to Mexico, travel to Switzerland 
and thereafter report to the Soviet Babassy In Czechoslovakia. Shortly thereafter 
Greenglass was arrested hy the FBI* 

The gravity of Rosenberg’s offense, Mr* Hoover stated. Is accentuated 
by the fact that through Ms Implication In the espionage ring as a native bom 
American citizen he aggressively sought ways and means to secretly conspire 
with the Soviet Government to the detriment of his own country* 

Julius Rosenberg was bom Kay 12, I 918 , at Hew York City and was 
graduated from the College of the City of Hew Tork with a B* S* degree in 
Electrical Engineering la February, 1939* Following enq?loyment with varibus 
I-^anhattan and Brooklyn Electrical Engineering finas, he was eu^jloyed as a 
Junior Engineer in the Signal Service, War Department, Supply Office, Rev Tork 
General Depot, Brooklyn, on September 19^* Thereafter he was transferred 
to the Signal Corps, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, as an Assistant Engineering 
Inspector working in the Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and Rev Jersey areas* 
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He va8 proDOted to Associate Engineering Inspector on FeT?rnary l6, 19*^3 j 
continued In this position until his employment vas suspended on February 9# 
1945, vben he vas removed by the Secretary of the Var Department acting on 
the recommendation of Rosenberg’s Conaanfllng Officer on the basis of Informa- 
tion indicating Communist Party membership. Rosenberg made ntimerous unsuc- 
cessful attenipts to be reinstated. Subsequent to leaving the Signal Corps, 
he purchased and operated the Pitt Engine Products, Xnc*, 370 East Houston 
Str«t, Kev TorX City. Rosenberg, married, father of tvo children, resided 
at 10 Motaroe Stceet, Rev Tork City. 

A complaint charging Rosenberg with Conspiracy to violate Section 32A, 
Espionage Act, Title 50, U. Si Code, vas filed before Federal Judge John F. X. 
McGohey, Southern District <f Rev Torh.

Servant JOHN LaGHOSSA of the Halrlvan^ Kev Jersey Police Departaoeat 
edvleed they had no record on BURDICK, 

The Nevark Office Indices were negative on BURDICK and the records of 
the Office of Selective Service at Trenton, Kev Jersey, had no record on BURDICK, 

Lieutenant Commander JAMES A. GUIDA, Naval Air Station, lakehurst, Hev 
Jersey, vas interviewed on July 14, I 950 . He stated he has knovn ALFRED SARAMT 
since hie Senior year at Hempstead High School, EeiLpstead, Rev York, 

Lieutenant Commander GUIDA stated that SARAJfT can he considered very 
hrlUlant, GUXDA advised SARART attended Cooper-Union College where he finished 
fourth among those taking the entrance examination, GUIDA stated that he vas a 
very good friend of SARAlff at this time, and that they had both taken the entrance 
examination to Cooper-Union College, hut he vas not fortunate enou^ to he 
admitted. 

Lieutenant Commander GUIDA stated that SARART*b parents vere Garee'k 
Immigrants. GUIDA advised that ALFRED SARAI>T*e brother, RAY, vas in England 
during the Blitz and later entered the United States Army and served In the 
Afflcan campaign where he was captured. According to Lieutenant Ccamonder GUIDA. 
RA^MOT^D SARAI'JT, after four attempts, escaped and worked with the Underground 
movement In France, Another brother, WILLIAM, vas an enlisted man In the <5usrter 
master Corps of the United States Navy. GUIDA advised that he wrote a letter oi 
reccaamendation for a Ccmnlesion for ALFRED SARAOT to the United States Havy in 
1941 but SARANT did not receive this CoBmlsslan, 

According to Lieutenant Cemmander GUIDA, SARAI^T worked at the Signal 
Corps laboratories. Fort Monmouth, Rev Jersey, and left there to go with the 
Western Electric Ccapany in Hew York and later with the Bell Telephone Laboratories 
He left the Bell Telephone Laboratories to get a Doctor's degree In Physics at 
Cornell Unlviirsity and is now a building contractor In the vicinity of Cornell 
University, New York, 

Lieutenant Commander GUIDA stated the last correspondence he had with 
ALFRED SAiUJIT was a Christmas card from SARAKT telling him of hie being a 
contractor. He stated the last time he saw ALFRED SARART was In April, 1945 when 
the USS Benjamin Franklin was at the Brooklyn Navy Yard after a cruise and he 
took SARART through the ship. 

GUIDA advised that he considered SARAJTT a good friend of his €md 
during his college days saw him about once every three to six months. He stated 
that SARANT, as veil as himself, had a very heavy schedule In college and, as a 
result, did not see each other more often.

GUI0A stated that SARANT and he both had a great admiration for the 
^salan var effort during the past var and often discussed It. He also advised 
that SARAKX had never visited him anywhere, but that ho had looked up SARAMT 
during the var In order to take him for a tour throu^ the USS Benjamin ftanklln. 
He also looked him up In Wev York City vhere he vent throu^ the 42d Street 
plant of the Western Electric Company vhere SARAJJT vas v or king on radar. 

CUIDA advised that SARAHT had never reiiuestod him to give any* 

Information concerning the vork he vae doing In the United States Navy, end 
further stated that SARANT vas vorklrig on more highly classified vork than he 
during the var while employed vith the Western Electric Cempany. Be related 
that SARAJJT vas looked upon vith high regard by hie fellow employees and 
superiors vblle he vas employed at the Western Electric Company and Bell 
Telephone laboratories. 


Lieutenant Ccomander GUIDA advised that as far as he knows SARAJ?r Is 
etlU living In the vicinity of Ithaca, New York, with his wife end eon. GUIDA 
vas cautioned to keep the Interview concerning SARAMT confidential.

SA Bill Norton Informed me that GREENGLASS told him, 7/18/5O, that 
ROSENBERG was in solitary confinement. However, one of the officials at the 
Federal House of Detention said it vas almost Impossible to keep them physically 
separated at all times. 


SA Norton said that GREENGLASS had expressed a desire to be removed to 
the Tombs, stating be believed that federal prisoners are kept on the 11 tb floor ' 
there and that they could buy their ovn food there. Agent Norton said that he 
had also informed the officials at the Federal House of Detention of the possi- 
bility of ROSENBERG'S attempting to commit suicide.
